The expansion of the United Suites 


territory, and the probability of an in- 
crease in American trade in the Orient, 
have drawn attention to the defects of 
our diplomatic and consular service. 
The American policy of avoiding for- 
eign entanglements baa heretofore pre- 
served us from those ialernaUonal 
complications that require the most 
constant, delicate and skillful diplo- 
macy. But times are changed. We 
cannot expect to become a.factor in 
European politics and assume new 
commercial obligations without finding 
difficulties as well as advantages, and 
just In proportion to the extension of 
our foreign relations, will be the Im- 
portance of shrewd diplomacy Increase. 
Political economists are beginning to 
urge the need of a permanent diplo- 
matic service. In the August Forum, 
George L. Rives, said: 


In most other branches of the public 


service the advantages of special train- 
Ing are. less obvious, and in them the 
'•backwoods theory" still survives. 
That theory, It must be remembered, 
when applied to employment under the 
government, denies not merely the 
value of technical training, but denies 
also the valne of experience. E?en 
sixty year* ago, In private affair*, the 
old doctor, the old lawyer and the 
•practical builder' were believed to be 
safer than mere beginners. But for 
an office In the gift of the president, 
and especially for any office which re- 
quires residence abroad, it has been 
the constant tradition of OUT govern- 
ment tor more than half a century 
ipast that education is useless and er- 
Iperience a bar. 
i H we inquire why a practical nation 
has permitted ao grotesque an anom- 
aly in the conduct at Its business, we 
shall probably tod that this condition 
of things endures, first, because of ihe 
general belief that our foreign rela- 
tions have, on the whole, been pretty 
'well managed; and, second, because o 
a general popular misconception of the 
kind of work to be performed by our 
diplomatic agents. Whether our for-

No argument can therefore be fairly 


drawn from history either to prove or 
to disprove the efficiency of 4>ur diplo- 
matists. It Is precisely like the ques- 
tion which used to Interest people in 
cur larger cities a generation ago as to 
whether a volunteer fire, department 
was or was not a good thing. Nobody 
could prove, by any historical example, 
that a volunteer fire department did 
not do its work well. In a sense It did 
excellent work. Its members were un- 
disciplined, but were brave and en- 
thusiastic. The arguments for a paid 
department were a priori arguments, 
based upon analogies more or less im- 
perfect and upon comparisons drawn 
from other like occupations. 
Fortun- 


ately, the a priori arguments carried 
the day, and discussion ceased when 
the experiment of a regular organisa- 
tion was tried. 
In like manner our volunteer diplo- 


matic department, if It may be so call- 
ed, has don« excellent work on many 
occasions. Its successes are due nart- 
'ly to toe inherent aaaptlveness of 
'American cltliens, partly to our 'put- 
ting up our very best men for the real- 
ly serious work, and partly to the ex- 
treme simplicity which has hitherto 
generally characterised our relations 
'with foreign countries. 


The weaknesses ot our present con- 


sular service are no less apparent and

stitutional amendments voted on by 
the people of South Dakota at the late 
election, it is generally conceded that 
they have all carried. The initiative 
and referendum was a measure of the 
populists, and the amendment was 
passed at the 
legislative session of 


1897, which was strongly populist So 
passed It provides that-at any time 
when 5 per c«nt of the voters of the 
state shall sign a bill and the same be 
presented W the legislature that body 
shall enact the bill as presented iato a 
law. 
Then It Is to be submitted to the 


people at the following regular elec- 
tion. The passage'of any act so pre- 
sented is made mandatory on the legis- 
lature, and the governor is prohibited 
from essrclsiac the veto power upon 
such a law. It further provides that 
on petition ot 5 percent of the voters 
ot the state any law passed by the 
legislature must be presented to the 
people at the next general election be- 
fore It becomes operative. 
Another 


amendment adopted provides for state 
control of the liquor traffic under a dls- 
penaary system, th* manner of opera- 
tion to be provided by the coming ses- 
sion of the legislature. A law will un- 
doubtedly be framed somewhat like tho 
Carolina system.

A French Colony. 


Tunis, which came under French 


eontro! in 1881, is the most important 
foreign possession that is administered 
by the French Minister of Colonies. 
It has an area of 9-1,800 square miles 
and a populution of 1,500,000. Bar- 
ing the. seventeen years in ttuich 
France has occupied it they iwvf 
brought order out of chaos. Formerly 
one of the granaries of the imperial 
Borne, it had fallen through centuries 
of misrule into a quasi state of bar 
barism: 
Mauy" portionsjof this terri- 


tory, once so fertile, became desert- 
like and covared with ttuproductive 
brnshes. \\l»cu the French entered 
Tunis there were but four kilometers 
of rmid, 22!) kilometers of railroad aud 
three lighthouses. The ports were 
ail cliokcd with sand audj hardly.'ac- 
cessible. 
There were btlt twelve 


postoffices and twenty-four schools. 
The changes that have beeu effected 
illustrate the beneflcieut results of 
French rule. There are now 1400 
kiionieters of macadamized roftds, G67 
kilometers of railroads, eleven large 
lighthouses, twenty-nine smaller ones 
and ten luminous .buoys. Four Inrge 
pprtf) and eleven of less importance, 
have been opened. There are sisty- 
fonr postoffices with 15S substations 
and 109 schools.
